Occasionally we have striking proof of the foolishness of ta k in g desper­ 
a te chances where noth ing is to he gained. 
If a fire were In progress and It w a * know n th a t a h u m a n being was 
in d a n g e r of perishing in the flame* w e should c om m en d the m an who would 
take the chances of e nte rin g the building to save a life. 
But w hen we h ea r of a m a n Jum ping fr om the Brooklyn bridge or going 
over N ia g a ra falls in a barrel, for no Tither reason th a n to a tt a in a cheap no­ 
toriety, we cannot refra in from s e t ti n g such individuals down as ta k in g des­ 
perate chances for an u nw orthy object. 
Tile chan ce s in such case s are a 
hundred to one t h a t the v e n tu r e so m e individual will be killed, lf he should 
escape d eath w hat does he gain? N othing, except the c heap notoriety of the 
thing with possibly th e publication o f his picture as that of a m a n not ov er­ 
loaded with good horse sense. 
There are va rious case s in which m e n ta ke d e sp erate chances w ith p ra cti­ 
cally nothing to gain. 
T ake for exam pie the case of the conductor on the 
Pelh am car who said he would take t h e ( ha nce of going ah ead again st the 
red d anger signal, indleiatlng that a c a r was m ee tin g him on the sa m e track. 
H e took the ch ances an d the result w an a collision in which the m o t o rm a n of 
the other c a r was seriously hurt a n d pa saengers had a n a rro w 
escape 
from 
death. 
W h a t w as to ga in by taking s u c h ch ances? 
Absolutely nothing, be­ 
cause the line was blocked by a n o t h e r 
c a r an d pa ss ing was impossible. 
It was a piece of the worst kind of s t u p i d i t y to go ahead. 
Again, take the case of th e driver o f 
the fire w agon in Boston on the 
Fourth. 
He cam e to a crossing and saw an express train close at h an d . 
He 
thought he could clear before the t r a i n reached the crossing but he w a s 
m istaken. 
The train s tru c k his wagon and he wa* gro un d b eneath the w heels of 
the cars. 
W h a t w a s to gain by ta king such chanc e s? 
Only a few m o m en ts 
at the most and for this he risked his wagon, his horses, and the crew of 
six men. 
T h a t w a s a case of taking de sperate ch an ces of 
the worst kind 
and the result shows how foolish w a s the venture. 
A som ew hat similar case occurred in Salem the o th er day when a b i­ 
cyclist saw a Are engine about to cross ills 
path. 
He thought he could clear 
In front of the horses. 
H e did clear the first horse and the pole, hut 
his 
bicycle w as st ru ck by the second hors* 
and a m o m e n t later his head was 
crushed under the wheels of the engine. 
It w as a case of taking the most 
desperate chances with nothing wha te ver to be gained if he succeeded an d 
certain death the result of failure. 
The moral to be d ra w n from the 
instances here cited is: 
Nev er take 
desperate chances unless to save y o u r ow n life or th at of som ebo dy 
else. 
The man who takes such chances to s a v e life or else in some patriotic cause 
such a s the sinking of the M e rrim a ck by Hobson an d his men a t Santiago, 
are usually called heroes. 
Those w h o take such chances where 
ther e 
Is 
nothing to be gained or for some u n w o rth y motive must be placed in the c a t ­ 
egory of fools.

“Conceding nothing an d to em phasize 
the fact th a t no trad es would he e n te r ­ 
tained for Davis an d Delehanty, I told 
you the players must go to the cities 
where they had been assigned.

a n y reason w h y the New’ York National 
L eag u e club should have been co n su lt­ 
ed a s to the disposition of these m e n ? 
Both were legally hound to American 
League clubs when they signed c o n ­ 
t r a c ts with Brush.
